STRUCK SUBMERGED ROCK. 

Believed Thnt Nine People Lost Their 
Lives Near Channel Islands. 

Cuernsey. Channel Islands, May 'J.— 
I. is now known thai at least three 
members of the crew and one passenger 
ivere drowned yesterday when the pas- 
senger steamer Courier, with a crew of 
nine men and carrying about twenty ex- 
cursionists, foundered oil' Sarlt soon aft- 
er leaving that island, ami the lives lost 
may number eight or nine. 

The steamer struck a submerged rock 
two miles from Snrk. The disaster oc- 
curred in beautiful weather. The ex- 
cursionists were singing on the; deck 
Witch, without the slightest warning, the 
vessel st reel;. Soon she sank head fore- 
most. One boat got away with several 
passengers, but others were tin-own into 
the water. 

Lire bolts had been distributed, ami 
this enabled most of the passengers lo 
clamber up slippery boulders or cling 
to floating wreckage until they could he 
rescued. 



THAT a survivor of the wrnokod 
steamer Valencia is living as an 
insane wild man in the woods 
near Darling creek, subsisting on clams, 
foote, berries, etc., found in the thick 
woods near (lie scene of the disaster to 
the Pacific Coast Steamship company's 
vessel last January, is the startling re- 
port brought to David Logan, lineman 
at Clo-onse, by India Its. 

Different Indians Intro brought in the 
same stury after journeying over the 
trail near the scene of the wreck, and 
the lineman lias started out, with it 
companion; to investigate the startling 

tale of the natives. 

It is three months since the Valencia 
was wrecked, and id' her complement of 
lot persons fifteen reached the Vancou- 
ver island coast and a score pf others, 
were rescued from lifcrufts. If another 
unfortunate readied the shore with his' 
mind wrecked as a result of the hard- 
ships incident to the wreck, il seems im- 
prohahle that he would live so long, 
under the conditions reported; but the 
tale so oft told by the Indians is thought 
Iby those resident, in the vicinity to be. 
worthy of investigation. 

It will be remembered that .Mr. Bunk- 
er, in telling of his lauding on the WcaclL 
after being overturned from a boat in 
the 'breaker.s, told, of a man who had' 
suffered grievous injuries to his face 
anil head 'by contact with t'he rocks and 
was silling on the 'beach gibbering in- 
sanely. The survivors, left him there 
anil started over the trail .to seek succor 
at: the telegraph huts at Darling creek. 
Nothing 'move witfe heard of this man. 
It is hardly probable that this unfor- 
tunate wlio" was severely injured Would 
survive so long. 

Indians Hear' Crying. 

The Indians tell of hearing shouting, 
shrieking and loud crying 'by what they 
have classed as a Wild man. It may 
lib, of course, that the natives have 
heard the noise of a ■panther or other 
animals; hut: they deny this, and state 
il was the crying of a human being that, 
they heard. 

Indians nf t'he district have 'teen bad- 
ly frightened by the reported presence 
of the insane man, who, they say, fre- 
quents the vicinity of Darling creek, 
near the mouth of which is a good clam 
beach Jind in whose valley there are 
many berries and roots. In the winter 
months, though, one would think the 
woods would have furnished little sus- 
tenance. 

Collating the various reports brought 
by the Indians, Mr. Logan lias decided 
to investigate, and hats gone lo Darling 
creek with a companion for this pur- 
pose. If the reports made 'by the vari- 
ous Indians are found to be correct, 
Mr. Logan will report the existence ot 
the unfortunate and a party will then 
be organized I" capture the deranged 
rutin, so that he can be properly cured 
for. 

Those resident in the vicinity ore 
much interested in the result of Mr. 
Logan's investigations, and he himself 
N most anxious to run the reports down, 
to ascertain if there is such it being on 
his line of travel, as he would not relish 
being pounced upon by some wild man 
while standing staring at: the coast tele- 
graph line in search of wire trouble. 
Child's Body Found. 

On .Monday another, body of a victim 
nf the wreck of the Valencia, the de- 
composed corpse of a child, was picked 
up by 'Mr. Logan in the vicinity of (lie 
wreck, and was buried. The body could 
not be identified, There are now thir- 
teen bodies buried in shallow graves 
on the sandy beach, not far from tllO 
scene of the wreck, all unidentified.

FEWER IRISH EMIGRANTS.

Rev. Bishop Cridge. 

Tho bishop on rising opened a very able 
and Impressive address by complimenting 
the organization tin the large attendance 
and manifest Interest excited In the cause 
of tempera nee. Not having had previous 
notice <il the special points nt Issue, he 
hvoiiM confine his remarks lo the subject 
of temperance generally, lie had seen It 
publicly stated lllllt the Subject would be 

treated from three points of view, amongst 

W^ich was the theological. He wished to 
say that he could net conceive a subject 
so serious lo liuiuanlty at large being 
treated other than from a theological' 
standpoint, He referred In feeling terms 
lo the .Sau Francisco disaster, ami drew 
therefrom a moral for his hearers. Draw- 
ing upon his curly recollections of tem- 
perance work in Kugland, he paid a grace- 
ful tribute to the great crusade inaugur- 
ated by i he Itev. Dr. Matthews, a co- 
religionist of ills Grace Archbishop Orth, 
as showing what it is possible to achieve 
In Ibis direction. 

With regard to the closing of saloons, 
the real dll'ticiilty laid with tile people of 
Victoria themselves. How could they 
blame men for .selling liquor when they 
themselves licensed them to do so for 
purposes of revenue? He prayed that 
every success might attend the efforts of 
the temperance movement. 

.Mrs. Burnett was called upon for a solo, 
and rendered the same with much feeling 
and power, securing a well merited encore. 
Archbishop Orth. 
Next lo address the large assembly was 
dlls Grace Archbishop Drib. Ho wished 
to tbnnk the members of tho Royal Temp- 
lars for tin; courtesy extended to himself, 
and' be Congratulated them In their efforts 
to strike at the root of a very real evil, 
lie was awnre that' ma nr ladles aud gen- 
tlemen were. In the habit of drinking 
spirituous lluuors every day of their lives, 
and they remained ladles and gentlemen 
slid; but. this fact did hot remove the 
danger to the coiunfnnlty at large, and 
he thought all were Justified hi calling 
upon the chic authorities to minimize the 
temptations In the way of the people to 
the utmost of their power and judgment 

Outlined the History 
of nleehol from Its Arable source, and Us 
ninny prejudicial effects, Its tendency to 
develop rapidly the germs of disease, uud 
pointed to the repugnance with which it 
is regarded by the lower animals, to whose 
systems It carries swift death. He ad- 
duced ninny arguments In favor of abstin- 
ence, and proved his points frOm life In- 
surance statistics, depleting lu realistic 
language the detrimental action of alco- 
hol on the organs of the human body. He 
explained lis action on Hie blood and Its 
tendency to greatly reduce the tempera- 
ture Instead of Increasing Its bent, as the 
popular Idea ins It. He told of his own 
personal experiences of the use, or disuse, 
of alcohol during exposure to excessive 
cold, and bis verdict was that alcohol 
"does not warm one for u long time." 
One-third of tin.' sadden deaths, said he, 
are caused by alcohol, and even Inciden- 
tal Intoxication, according to reliable stat- 
istics, causes death once In live times, unci 
the climax Is the large proportion of In- 
sanity due therein. I 'by.siclaiis agree that 
a major proportion of the causes of the 
principal diseases are due, directly or in- 
directly, to alcohol; mid the human spe- 
cies Is admittedly affected to a vast de- 
gree by hereditary alcoholism, and, added 
lie, nothing has contributed more to the 
spread of alcoholism than the erroneous 
popular belief lu Its eftlcaey us u stimu- 
lating and nutritive beverage In sickness. 

A3 to the Mental Effect 
of strong drink, he maintained that It 
weakens the will, deadens the Intellect, 
and eliminates the moral sense; and politi- 
cal economists agree that three-fourths of 
the pauper population reach that slate 
turongh alcoholism. 

"Regarding this subjeel in special re- 
lation lo I his thriving city of Victoria," 

concluded his grace, "i Bpcak nt some dis- 
advantage, being mile more than a stran- 
ger amongst you, 1 do not know Hie Situ- 
ation very well, the financial conditions; 

or the people; hut, reading lu Hie papers, 
I have seen good suggestions which SCCMCd 
to me suitable to work 11)1011, and what I 
do say Is this: Let tm all unanimously 
support those win. arc engaged in the

Senator Macdonald On Question of 
Overtures to King and Queen. 

The Hansard report of the Senate ile 
debutes for Thursday, April 20th has tho 
following: 

Hon. Mr. Macdonnhl — I do not like 
this resolution lo puss without saying 
a few words. I feel quite certain that 
every member of this House will cordial- 
ly agree with the terms of the resolution 
and with the loyal, instructive find elo- 
quent words uttered by tho lion, .secre- 
tary of state and tho lion, lender of the 
opposition. Not only in the British em- 
pire and its important dependence, hut 
by other nations of the world. King 
Edward is held in the highest esteem 
as a constitutional ruler, an astute dip- 
lomat, a smoother of international dif- 
ferences and 11 lover of universal pence. 
Mis majesty bus shown his confidence iu 
the people of the Dominion by sending 
the Prince of Wales three years ago 
to visit this country, and more recent- 
ly iiis nephew, .'Prince Arthur of Con- 
naught. These princes will he able to 
convoy ,to His Majesty, the loyalty and 
high respect which has been manifested 
towards them, and will ajso convey sonic 
Men of tlie extent and resources of the 
Dominion. In visiting this country, and 
traveling through it from ' ocean In 
ocean, His Majesty, will rind six mil- 
lions of loyal and contented people, be- 
lievers in British institutions and of 
British connection working out their des- 
tiny under :i system of freedom, n free- 
dom which can he found only under llril- 
isli Institutions, a freedom which is in- 
herit in the minds and aspirations of 
British people wherever they mny the 
found. His Majesty .will find flint, in 
this portion of his vast- Dominions, tin; 
people who emigrate from tho mother 
country can make their homes' with ev- 
ery prospect of improving their condi- 
tion tinder British sovereignty. The vis- 
it of His Majesty would not be com- 
plete unless be traveled throughout the 
length and breadth of the Dominion from 
tli c Atlantic to the Pacific. In that way 
alone could he got a proper conception 
of the vast extent, of this portion of his 
empire. Whether ho -will lie able to 
accept, the invitation of his loyal Cana- 
dian subjects or not, we may rest as- 
sured it will he received as an expres- 
sion of the loyalty and attachment of our 
people to His Majesty's person mid 
throne.

THE NORTH ATLANTIC TRADING 
COMPANY. 

■Mr, E. W. Thomson, a well known 
Canadian author tind journalist, who 
writes for the Boston Transcript, usually 
in a spirit of great friendliness to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, in a recent issue of 
that paper warned him that such things 
sis are .being exposed in parliament ylll 
iprove bis undoing unless he setfr his 
Siouse in order. It is true that be has 
written a second letter, after a talk 
with the prime minister, explaining the 
significance of his former remarks, but 
He doubtless considers that a wink is 
as good as a nod to <n blind borse. 
iWliile not wishing to offend the deal- 
grand old man vt Canada, or to ■ cut 
friendly connections with the party, for 
Which he has bad* to play the part of 
apologist, Hie wants to let them know 
that there is danger abend, and having 
' done his duty in that respect feels it no 
longer incumbent to be too severe, lie 
is acting tho part of the candid friend. 
Mr. Foster and others, however, who 
ore candid and not friends, are coming 
an for a great deal of abuse, Mr. Foster 
especially being the mark for the gov- 
ernment sharpshooters. 

Tho other day Duncan Ross, of 
Greenwood, was set up -as apologist nnd 
defender of the shady transactions 
winch have .been exposed, and one of 
bis charges was that Mr. Foster him- 
self was a speculator in Northwest 
Jands. It seems that Mr. Foster is 
president of a company that purchased 
200,000 acres from the C. P. It., and U 
is alleged that the company is holding 
the land at too high a price. Assuming 
that these are facts, as stated — we have 
no other knowledge of the details — they 
Oiave no bearing whatsoever on the deeds 
of the government in justification or 
Otherwise. The company with which 
Dir. Foster is associated is a private 
corporation. Tlie lands were purchased 
rfrdhi the C. P. It. and as a private cor- 
poration the company is entitled to deal 
with them as it deems ibest, subject to 
irest notions imposed by law. One of the 
strong planks of the Libera] platform 
was "land tor settlers only," despite 
which the government sold 250,000 
s-.ci'e: - to the Saskatchewan Land com- 
pany for $1 an acre, which land was 
subsequently disposed of at from ,fS to 
$12 an acre to settlers. 

in reference to the North Atlantic 
"Trading Company, Duncan Ross argued 
illiat it vviYs a good bargain, and that 
the example had been set by the Con- 
servatives while in power. Always the 
same old cry: "The Conservatives did 
it." According to their own confession, 
1lie Liberal government has not even 
developed originality. When they adopt- 
ed the Conservative policy to run the 
country, they also adopted nil the Con- 
servative shortcomings. The Toronto 
'Xews, in dealing with the North Atlan- 
tic Trading Company, bits off the situa- 
tion rather well in the f )!!ow>e/j: 

"Criticisms of Mr. Foster for his pnrt 
in I be North Atlantic Trading Company 
debate continue. it is said that lie 
'cagueJy vilified' bis opponents nnd de- 
tained parliament, and that his duty 
wan lo suni'in'on to the committee the 
Officials whom he- suspected nnd put 
them under oath. This is all very de- 
lightful, particularly in view of the 
facts, From the moment when Mr. 
IShiart declined to give tlio names of the 
directors of the company the eommil- 
tcu's work was blocked 'by an omuiprcs- 



THE CASE OF THE SALVOR, 

Altliougti tho whole transaction, so 
far as the subsidy of the Salvor, is 
concerned, Is open to serious criticism 
from a political point of view, the main 
cause of offending and the thing for 
which the Dominion government is 
held mainly responsible is the fact that 
while a private Arm could be subsid- 
ized to the tune of $10,000 a year for 
the saving 1 of hulls, which would bring 
business to this port, absolutely not 
the slightest provision was made for 
the saving of lives, which are infinite- 
ly more important in the eyes of tho 
community. As a consequence, and 
we say it deliberately, when tho Valen- 
cia went on tho rocks, there was no 
avenuo of escape for tho poor unfor- 
tunate people on board, and with a 
few exceptions they were all drowned. 
The one thing that was established by 
the circumstances connected with tho 
disaster, and established boyond all 
question of doubt, was that if the Sal- 
vor or some other vessel had been 
equipped with proper life-saving ap- 
pliances, a large number of the un- 
fortunate passengers could have been 
saved. The force of this contention is 
admitted by the fact that arrange- 
ments were made for several lifeboats 
— one was promised to be shipped im- 
mediately from the east, which has 
not yet arrived — and promises have 
been made that such facilities as were 
heretofore neglected, though frequent- 
ly urged, would be supplied. The gov- 
ernment only woke to a uense of its 
duty after the terrible loss of life had 
occurred, and there were political con- 
sequences staring It in the face. 

Nobody would find fault with the 
government for subsidizing or other- 
wise assisting in enterprises calculated 
to increase tho industry of shipbuild- 
ing and marine repair work at this 
point, provided that the .matter was 
carried out In a proper and business- 
like way, and provided that the more 
important consideration of life-saving 
had not been neglected. We are all 
pleased that the Victoria Salvage com- 
pany lias been enabled to raise the 
German steamer Mariechen, and that 
that she will be brought to Esquimau, 
with the possibility of the repairs be- 
ing effected in Victoria. "VVe under- 
stand that the company entered into 
a contract to accept a sum between 
$35,000 and $40,000 in case of being 
successful and nothing in case of 
failure. Therefore, with such chances 
at stake, nobody will envy the B. C. 
Salvage Co. their good fortune, and If 
it receives the further contract for re- 
pairs tho management will deserve to 
be congratulated for its enterprise. 
With the subsidy of $10,000 In addition 
that will be a pretty good business for 
one year. 

The company is lucky In more res- 
pects than one. The contingency has 
been suggested of a wreck taking place 
in these waters while the Salvor was 
in Alaskan waters looking after the 
Mariechen. The situation would have 
been a» embarrassing one for tho gov- 
ernment, at least. We have no desire 
to discuss the subject further, but 
there Is just the possibility of obtrud- 
ing under the public nose too con- 
spicuously the material benefits to be 
derived from the arrangements made 
by the govenment In connection with 
the Salvor. It is not good taste, and 
wise politicians are content to let 
sleeping dogs lie.

at all times sufficient to cover reason- 
able contingencies, and he sincerely de- 
plored that the tendency to sensation- 
alism among the yellow journalists hnd 
produced euch a bad effect on the pub- 
lic mind. 

Similar remarks apply at the presenr 
time to Canada, in which a similar in- 
vestigation is being carried on. Every 
policyholder is fully protected by the 
government, and although there may 
hero and there be found irregularities, 
they are incident to rather than part of 
a system so widespread and beneficial 
in its aims. The result of the investi- 
gation will be to place the system on 
a much sounder 'basis, and where of- 
ficials or directors of the insurance com- 
panies have betrayed their trust they 
will be punished cither by demand for 
their resignation, or in some other way. 
Our advice is not to be frightened into 
stampeding «h so many persons in tho 
United States have been. Insurance is 
nn sound as banking, and because occa- 
sionally a bank fails it is no reason 
why we should refuse to do business 
with banks. 



KEEP UP YOUR INSURANCE. 

The insurance •companies investigation 
in the United 'States lias done harm as 
well as good; The evil has (been the re- 
sult of what President Roosevelt, calls 
"muck-rake" journalism, which has 
greatly magnified the abuses Which have 
existed in the management of the Amer- 
ican insurance companies. In other 
words, the people have been unneces- 
sarily frightened .by the revelations that 
have 'been made.

A Krent many per- 
sons neglected to take out insurance to 
protect their families, and a great many 
others stampeded. •'So th'it .while a 
very derdrablo 'houseclcnning has been 
going on, the principle of insurance, 
which we 'all recognize as very desir- 
able, has been greatly and unneces- 
sarily prejudiced in tho minds of the 
public. In a public address not long 
ago, Mr. Jeroihe, of New York, who 
has been himself very active in the cam- 
paign of liouseclenning, declared that 
at no lime was then; any danger of the 
insolvency of the largo life insurance 
companies. Tho margin of safety was 



BUILDING UP CANADIAN 
SHIPPING. 

Edward iNorman Lewis, M. P., -ins 
favored us with a copy of the Hansard, 
of April 5th, containing a report of his 
speech in favor of the improvement of 
the waterways of Canada and the en- 
couragement of shipbuilding.' Mr. Lew- 
is regards shipping as tone of the two 
great arms of commerce, railways be- 
ing the other. His speeeli is largely 
made up of 'pertinent quotations, and is 
quite too long to deal with in brief 
space; but he makes out a strong case 
in -behalf of building up in every way 
our shipping interests, nlttiugh he is 
perhaps not quite definite enough in 'he 
application of his remarks In the direc- 
tion of a well digested shemcc having 
this in view. His conclusion, which is 
perhaps more suggestive of what bo is 
aiming at than the main body of liia 
remarks, is rather good, and well ex- 
pressed: 

"I trust that this parliament, nn one 
side and on the other, will bond its en- 
ergies and bring in legislation to enable 
Canadians to build 'Canadian shiips to 
carry Canadian produce, and bring back 
the freights to be spent in Canada. Can- 
adian ships must be manned by Can- 
adian men and boys. There is more 
interest in one old wind-jammer that 
pounds her way from the Bay of Fundy 
or the St. Lawrence Gulf to Hull, or 
from Port Arthur at the western end 
of Lake 'Superior down to Kingston, or 
from Vancouver to Alaska or Honolulu, 
provided it carries the Hag of Canada, 
than in the proudest liner afloat, If she 
is a foreigner and is manned by Chin- 
ese. Under that flag the hearts at home 
will go out to the hearts at sea; and, 
in the language of Lord Dufferln, one of 
the finest men that ever graced the of- 
fice of Governor General of Canada, as 
that ship returns from, a foreign clime, 
the girls at home will have hold of the 
tow rope." 



Many of our readers will probably 
remember having read at some period 
of their lives the weather predictions 
of "Moses Oates." His name was J. 
Gordon Mowat, a cousin of the late Sir 
Oliver Mowat, and very like him in 
appearance. His death is just record- 
ed, having taken place at Toronto.

found dead on the benches. 

The only injury inflicted by eagles Is the 
taking of nn occasional lamb, but such 
uses are probably so Infrequent in this 
country that they are not worth consid- 
ering. 

Dr. A. K. Fisher, assistant ornithologist 
of the United States department of agri- 
culture, In his admirable work entitled 
"Hawks and Owls of the United States," 
places eagles in the category of birds 
whose beneficial jiuil noxious qualities \ m 

ut balance one another, and whilst ad- 1 
mltting that where sheep arc extensively 
raised they are injurious,, be .-says that 
"the bald eagle and tho golden eagle may 
be considered as beneficial ■ to tbe agricul- 
turist in parts of the country whore rab- 
bits, prairie dogs or gophers arc common." 

In this country eagles are certainly more 
beneficial than Injurious, nnd the wanton 
killing of them should not he counten- 
anced.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE. 

(Before Hon. Mr. Justice Duff.) 

Wallace vs Hamilton. — In tli!s> case, 
the plaintiff obtained, on the 21st of 
April, 1905, a record empowering hiin 
to take 300 Inches of water for indus- 
trial purposes from Matheson creek, 
coast district. On the 4th of Febru- 
ary, 1905, the defendant obtained a 
record of 200 inches of water from the 
snme creek. Plaintiff, In his statement 
of claim, takes a number of objections 
to the record issued to defendant, 
principally that he did not own any 
land in that vicinity, that be was not 
and is not now a British subject, that 
the record was issued to bini without 
certain of the requirements of the act 
having been complied with, and that 
the plaintiff had no notice of the all- 
plication for such record. 

On the 28th of March, 1905, tho gold 
commissioner who issued the record, 
at the recjuest of the defendant, substi- 
tuted the name of Hamilton for those 
of Keith and Hamilton, and altered the 
official books accordingly. This', 
plaintiff alleges, was also done without 
notice to him, and that the water so 
granted was never used by him, but 
that the whole uf the waters of the 
said creek were used by a certain 
cannfhg company, to the exclusion of 
the plaintiff, for which he claims dam- 
ages, and gives particulars thereof. 

This is denied by the defendant, and 
the parties have come down to trial, 
which will probably take a couple of 
days.

Metric System Wa,s Brought to 
Fruition in French 
Revolution, 



Before tlio members of the Montreal 
board of trade, Prof. J. C. McLennan, 
of the University of Toronto, delivered 
a lecture on the Metric system, says 
the Montreal Star. 

Mr. McLennan began h!.s address 
by explaining something of tbe origin 
ol* the system. About the beginning 



served in the Talais ties Archives, and 
serves as (he -first practical standard 
of length In the metric system. 

Tire metric system of weights and 
measures, says the Montreal Star, was 
made compulsory in France In ISO'J, 
but as many opposed Its adoption, It 
was subsequently decreed by tile Nn- 
tional Convention In 1812 that the old 
measures, though metrically altered, 
should still be used; . This .system of 
compromise went on until l?f37, when a 
law was passed which prescribed that 
front January 1, 1840, none but the 
weights ami measures of the metric 
system should be employed. The agi- 
tation In favor of the metric system 
gradually extended throughout, Europe, 
and soon after the constitution of the 
German empire it was adopted in that 
country. An act passed in, August, 
1868, made It optional 'from January 1, 
1ST:.', Hiid since then the metric sys- 
tem alone has been legalized in Ger- 
many. In 1ST.'! Its use was made obli- 
gatory in Austria, and somewhat later 
In Italy. The movement has extended 
to America, to Africa, and to Asia, and 
at the present time the metric system 
is the one official and legal system of 
weights and measures in force In 
forty-three of the countries of the 
world.

of I a universal system began to be 
mooted by' the leading scientists in 
Europe. Among the most active of 
these was .Tames Watt, the inventor 
of the steam engine, who suggested 
the universal adoption ' of the Paris 
pound as the standard of mass and the 
lenfrtli of the seconds pendulum at 
Paris as the standa'r dot' length. Ho 
also proposed that all subdivisions 
and multiples of these standards 
should be decimally connected. Watts' 
proposal for a decimal system of 
weights and measures was not new, 
having been made by Sir James Stuart 
nearly a hundred years earlier, while 
the suggestion to derive the standard 
of length from the pendulum had been 
made by the French scientist, Picard, 
many years before. 

. Of Revolutionary Origin. 
In' France especially the want of 
uniformity in tbe weights and mea- 
sures of the different provinces had 
for a long time been exceedingly em- 
barrassing and troublesome In the 
transaction of affairs. Various at- 
tempts had been made during the Six- 
teenthjand .seventeenth .- ceriluries to 
establish a u'i ilfb'r'rfi '^ystfcjii^bT weights 
and measures for that country, but it 
was not until near the close of the 
eighteenth century that tho question 
assumed such importance as to war- 
rant legislative action on the part of 
the National Assembly. In 17S9 the 
assemblage of Uie States-General In 
Paris brought to a focus the long-felt 
discontent at the numberless variations 
in use in various parts of France, 
and in tbe following year tho Academy 
of Sciences was Instructed to devise 
a system of weights and measures 
which would be suitable to all nations. 
This the academy undertook to do, 
and the Royal Society of London was 
asked to take part In the movement, 
but declined the invitation, and Kng- 
land accordingly lost any share of tho 
credit for formulating the new system. 

The scheme of the Academy of 
Sciences, known as the metric system 
of weights and measures, was laid be- 
fore the national convention in 17?3, 
and received its endorsatlon. In this 
scheme all previous units were aban- 
doned, and, in order to give it an in- 
ternational character/ the standard of 
length was based upon the length of 
a quadrant. of the earth's meridian. Tho 
ten millionth part of this length was 
called the metre, and on this unit 
together with the maximum density of 
water, the whole system of weights 
and measures was built up, all .sub- 
divisions and multiples of the stand- 
ard unit, according to Watt's proposal, 
being decimally connected. 

How Standard Was Obtained. 
In order to carry out tho scheme of 
tho academy, Delambre and Meehain, 
two able malViematicans and disting- 
uished scientists, undertook to mea- 
sure an arc on the earth's Surface, 
from which the ytotal length of the 
quadrant of a. meridian could be cal- 
culated.

VIOLENT LIQUIDATION 
SENDS DOWN PRICES 



The Enormous Volume of Sales 
Makes Another Record on 
' Change. 



Steamer Shinnno fllarii, which ar- 
rived yesterday from the Orient brought 
news of the burning of the well known 
tourist hotel, the Yaami hotel of Kioto, 
ami of the narrow escape of Tli foreign 
tourist's who were guests at the hotel 
at Hie time. The hotel was destroy .il 
the day before the steamer sailed front 
Yokohama and a despatch to the .la- 
pan Gazette says: 

About half past eleven o'clock on Hie 
nig/lit of April 17th firciroke out in the 
lamp room on the first, iloor of the Yaa- 
mi hotel," Kyoto. Owing to the lack 62 
water the efforts of the tire brigade were 
ineffective and the building was burnt 
down within about, twenty minutes. The 
lire spread to adjoining houses but was 
completely extinguished at three o'clock 
next morning. At the'^time <>f the out- 
break there were seventy-six visitors 
staying at the hotel. TJiey took refuge 
at the Kyoto and Miyitko hotels as'well 
as in the Chiou-in Temple and the Gion 
'primary school, but two foreign ladies 
.are missing and their whereabouts wore 
sttll unknown today. 

The Missing Ladies, 
are alleged to hnvc' heen burnt to death. 

The Yaami hotel was a new and tirst 
class' hotel, pleasantly situated on the 
[■Hunk of Marupama in Marupamn park, 
commanding a panoramic view of Kyo- 
to and vicinity. it was furnished in 
European style, electrically lighted, be- 
ing cool In summer, and arranged with 
open lire places for the. comfort of fo'- 
eigri visitors In winter. Apart from the 
terrible doubt as to the fate of two for- 
eign ladies, the loss will be a severe 
one to the hotel company in the prom- 
ise of the present tourist season. It 
will be observed that this is the second 
similar catastrophe to overtake the lead- 
ing hotels of the southwest this year* 
tile first being the burning of the annex 
of the Oriental hotel, Kobe, for which, 
however, a comfortable substitute is 
now almost in complete readiness. 

Mr. Douglas XL Young of the Japan 
Chronicle of Kobe, who was among the 
passengers of the Shinano Mum says 
the report that two foreign ladies, who 
were stated to have been Americans, 
had been burnt to death is believed to 
be unfounded. He said that in conver- 
sation with a tourist who had arrived 
frorij Koto at Yokohama just before the 
steamer sailed for Victoria he was told 
that all the guests had escaped.

SUGAR IS HIGHER. 

Why New York Prices Have Advanced 
In This Particular Line. 

The sugar market, according to ad- 
vices received from Now York, Jias ad- 
vanced the price of sugar 10 cents pet 
hundredweight, says the New Westmin- 
ster Columbian. . Inquiry among local 
Merchants regarding the effect this raise 
would hnvo on the British Columbia 
ujiarket elicited numerous different: opin- 
ions as to the cause of a raise in the 
quotations for sugar at this early date. 
The annual raise is a fixture; hut does 
not occur, an a rule, until about July 
1st. ■when the fruit season is coming on. 
and millions of pounds of this commodity 
are used in the preservation of the 
luscious products of tree and vine for 
-winter's use. 

Mr. C. A. Walsh, -when approached 
today on the subject, said: 

"The raise in sugar at this date is an 
unusual occurrence, 'but can be directly 
accounted for by heavy orders received 
at New York from Seattle, one order 
aiono being for 1,000 sacks, or live com- 
plete carloads. The 'San Francisco dis- 
aster has also affected the market in 
the United States, as all of this product 
which was stored in the destroyed city 
was n total loss. San Francisco is tlm 
distributing centre for all of central and 
northern California, and orders are now 
'being filled from as far north as Seattle. 
While the general raise in sugar may 
not be felt heavily in this province, the 
local merchants; ns a rule, are wide- 
awake and have prepared for this isoar 
in prices, so that they will he able to 
protect the local trade. I have a oar- 
load, consisting of 200 sacks of sugar, 
which -will arrive tomorrow. 

'"The sugar market usually goes up in 
jumps of 12'/i cents to 25 cents per hun- 
dredweight, and cash buyers who pur- 
chase this article in 100-pound lots do 
not suffer very 'much, ns sugar is one 
article Chat is handled on a very small 
margin by dealers. The- gain very sel- 
dom roaches 10 per cent." 

All the dealers expressed the opinion 
that a small advance would ihe felt — by 
the retail 'buyers — ranging from 25 cents 
to 50 cents per hundredweight. 



AN EXTRAORDINARY AFFAIR. 

Vancouver News-Advertiser, 

The Dominion government would do well 
to cancel tbe contract with the North At- 
lantic Trading company, it can scarcely 
do anything eioe under the circumstances. 
It has, moreover, committed n blunder In 
seeking to prevent the fullest Information 
being given to parliament of this extraor- 
dinary transaction, It cannot he a matter 
of surprise, under the circumstances, Hint 
the government's attempt at concealment 
of the facts should have aroused sus- 
picion that some people In high places 
were Interested In nn arrangement Which, 
in many respects, seems to have been de- 
signed simply for the purpose of enrich- 
ing certain Individuals at the public ex- 
pense. 

Under the disguise of an Immigration 
agency, certain parties— whose Individual- 
ity hus not been allowed to he disclosed — 
were paid a commission ranging from .'I 
to fl dollars per bend, on all Immigrants 
who might, come from certain countries in 
iBurope. No proof wns required of tjjeso 



favored Individuals to show that these Im- 
migrants wen? secured by their efforts. 
Indeed, It was well known that in many 
cases their efforts bad nothing to do with 
the matter. One Instance has been given 
of the commission being paid for a num- 
ber of Jewish Immigrants sent out by n 
Charitable Institution, and doubtless this 
Is only one of many similar cases. 

As further proof or the extraordinary 
boldness with which this mysterious group 
carried on Its transactions, and of the 
failure of the government to exercise the 
most ordinary care to protect the public 
interests, it bns been shown that for sev- 
eral years there was no such company ns 
the North Atlantic Trading company," al- 
though during that period many thousand* 
■of dollars were paid by the government 
to some one who must have used that des- 
ignation. When at length a company was 
organized, the subscribers to the artloles' 
of association were clerks or other persons 
of no financial responsibility. The domicile 
or the company was in the Island of 
uucrnsey, and Its authorized capital was 
only £.-(.000. Altogether this fortunate 
group of people seems to have received! 
auout one million -dollars from the federal 
treasury.

A communication from Samuel Gompcrs 
in opposition to any graining of subsid- 
ies to steamship lines, was referred to 
the executive for report. 

A circular, issued by the American 
Federation of Labor strongly urged nil 
unions to enter the tight against the 
spread of consumption, 

The circular was heartily endorsed by 
the council. George Penketh presented 
his credentials as a delegate from the 
Boilermakers International union. 

F. X. Christmnn, genial organizer 
for the United Brewery Workers of 
America, was present and by invitation 
of the president addressed the council at 
some length with regard to the labor Sit- 
uation, especially on the Pacific coast. 
A hearty vote of thanks was passed to 
him at the conclusion -of his remarks 
which -were listened lo with interest by 
those present, and the organization com- 
mittee were instructed to assist Mr. 
Cripen, to enable liiin to organize the 
Brewery Workers of Victoria, so that nil 
beer made here may in future hear the 
union label. 

George Penketh and iEdward Gilligan 
were elected to represent the labor coun- 
cil on the agricultural board. 

On motion it was decided to request 
1 he provincial government to appoint 
Henry Rivers on the Hospital hoard on 
the grounds that he had made a good 
ami efficient worker when on the board 
two years ago. 

Delegates reported instances of alien 
labor being brought into the province, 
and the executive council was instruct- 
ed to interview the attorney gener.il, 
with the object of finding out just how 
home labor could be protected, 

The civic committee was instructed 
t:> interview the mayor and council with 
the object of getting the unsightly hole 
on Doughs ftreet next, door to Labor 
hall properly fenced. 

The council then adjourned.

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With minor variations, wood pavements 
have been common in Europe for several 
decades. In tiie United States, wood 
pavements were laid a generation ago, un- 
der the Nicholson and other systems. The 
blocks were laid on n plank foundation, 
with tar or paving cement between the 
joints. They were not made waterproof or 
trcatcu In any way to prevent, decay, and 
as a result they swelled with the moisture 
and caused the pavement to buckle, unless 
the joints were excessively wide, In which 
case the wood broomed on" at the edges 
and soon became soft and uneven. The 
wearing finalities of tills pavement were 
so poor that cobble stones, which took 
their place, were regarded as un improve- 
ment; 

Tiie modern wood pavement Is entirely 
different. The creo-reelnated blocks made 
by the U. S. Wood Preserving company, 
which are now being laid In New York, 
are thoroughly impregnated with n mix- 
ture of creosote and resin, the blocks be- 
ing treated, to the heart, with 22- pounds 
of preservative mixture to Ihe cable foot, 
and nothing but henrt long leaf pine Is 
employed. ,..o specification provides that 
"after treatment, the blocks shall show 
such waterproof qualities that, after being 
dried In Ihe oven at a temperature of 100 
degrees for a period of 24 hours, weighed, 
nnd then immersed hi clear water for a 
period of Ut hours and weighed, the gain 
In weight shall not be greater than three 
per cent. This is regarded as demon- 
strating the value of the resin In the mix- 
ture, Its purpose being to keep water out 
of ..ie block nnd prevent the washing out 
of the preservative, creosote. 

»..e foundation of the modern pavement 
calls for 4',i Inches of Portland cement 
creosote, over which Is spread n half-Inch 
bed of cement mortar, struck to n true sur- 
face exactly parallel to the finished sur- 
face of the pavement. 

Wood blocks, usually eight inches long by 
four Inches wide and- three and one-hiilf 
inches deep, are bedded in this cement 
with the grain vertical. Sand is then 
I brushed over the street nnd left for n 
few days to be ground into the surface or 
the blocks by traffic, also filling up the 

.1 ts. Treated In Ibis way, the blocks 

offer much resistance lo the effects of 
traffic, the wear upon the end grain of the 
wood being trifling as compared with 
what happens to flat-laid timber. 

The first street In this country to be 
paved with U. S. Creo-Rcslnatc wooil 
blocks was Trcmoilt street, ISoston, in Ihe 
year 1000, Careful measurements are stat- 
ed to have shown a depression of about 
one-eighth of an Inch after the first two 
years; most of which Is claimed to have 
been due lo compression, nnd not to wear. 

The Claims made for tills pavement refer 
to Its durability; Its sanitary ami antisep- 
tic qualities, the facility with which It 
enn lie cleaned and repaired, lis non-sllp- 
plng surface and Its relative-freedom from 
noise Vehicles pass over lis smooth sur- 
face without any rattle or bang; blows 
from horses' hoofs, Instead of making a 
sharp metallic sound, cause only dull, hol- 
low thuds, ns on a illrt road, in fact, the 
silence of this pavement Is among Ihe lead- 
lug claims mnde in lis behalf, Broad- 
way, New York city, Is now to be laid 
with It from the Ha II cry lo Vesey street, a 
length of 'J, 870 feet.— Minneapolis Jour- 
nal and Engineer,
